THEIR DISGUST 


Hijackers yesterday wrecked a large, 
Milwaukee motor van in a ditch at 
Waukegan road and Lake avenue in 
Glen View, after discovering that their 
prize was not loaded with beer.

FIREMEN RISK 
LIVES IN BLAZE 
AT NEW BUILDING 


Capt. Joseph Deitman and firemen 
of Engine Co. 55 last night climbed 
in peril of their lives to the top floor

The firemen were able to mount to 
the 16th story by elevator, but from 
there, u to drag hose with them, 
they had to climb the rest of the way 
up ladders, carrying tanks of chem- 
icals.

Gang Revenge Seen 
as Motive.

‘Bombs that exploded with terrified 
detonations were thrown simultaneous 
ly early this morning at the homes of 
Charlies C. Fitzmorris and Dr. Wiliam 
H. Reid, both conspicuous figures in 

the Thompson city administration, 
The home of Fitzmorris, who is city 
con r, and who was chief of police 
during’ the previous Thompson régime, 
was partly demolished. It is situated 
at 5535 Hyde Park boulevard. Mr, Fits- 
morris, his wife, his young son, James, 


and Amanda Jones, a colored maid, 


were in the honse at the time, Bat 


none was injured. 

The bomb, thrown from a Dodge 
sedan, tore away the front porch and 
part of the lower foundation. It shat 
tered the windows and cracked mirrors 
and tossed furniture in heaps. | 

Reid Bomb Thrown in Yard. 

At the home of Reid at 1257 Weat 
Garfield boulevard the explosive, fault- 
ily thrown, landed in the back yard) 
next door, tearing away sections of @ 
board fence and also shattering win- 
dows in the Reid home and several 
others in the neighborhood. Dr. Reid, 
his wife, Virginia, and four guests were 
alarmed but uninjured. 

Police who swarmed to the twé 


bombing, gave the police 
clew to the possible identity 
bombers. It was he who told 
Dodge sedan which barely sown

“It hesitated and then shot tor- 
ward,” he said, “and the next second 
a spurt of flame came from the Fit» 
morris door, the porch caved in, and 
the whole neighborhood shook.”

Mr. Fitzmorris went to the tele 
phone immediately after the blast at 
his home. He found it working and 
called the detective bureau.

Fitzmorris Talks of Motive. | 

Later, discussing a possible enemy 
or motive for the outrage, Mr. Fits 
morris said: 

“Of course, a man can’t be chief of 
police for several years without make 
ing enemies. There may be a hundred 
persons in Chicago who might fancy 
they had reasons to revenge theme 
selves upon me. But I can’t Gx the 
identity of any one who would do q 
thing like this.” 

The home of Dr. Reid, known aa 
commissioner of public service and as 
smoke inspector during the previous 
Thompson administration, is 
ed by a stiff wire fence seven or t 
feet high, and police believe this may 
have made it so difficult to toss the 
bomb on his doorstep that it went wide

Doubts Bomb Meant for Him.

The Pepper-Fisher combination in Pennsylvania | 


politics spent $1,804,979 in the notable primaries 
and lost. Pepper was the sitting senator, but with 
ail the money, the federal patronage, the dry 
agents, with privileges and immunities extended or 
withheld, Pepper was licked by the Vare-Beidleman 
combination, which spent $785,934. Vare beat a 
sitting senator and also the political high-hat, Pin- 
chot, the governor, who, having the state organiza- 
tion, also spent $187,029. | 

In Illinois. Smith, having tainted himself by 
taking money from the utilities he controlled, spent 
$253,000 and defeated a sitting senator, who, in ad- 
dition to being a man of great wealth, also had the 
federal organization. 

In the clear cut Smith case, in which the source 
cf the money was the evil, the senators attacking 
him could not keep away from the doctrine that, 
no matter what the source, the use of it was an 
evil. Are they so naive as to think that the coun- 
try does not perceive the drift of this? The fact 
that the contributions, as made and received, con- 
stituted an abuse of public trust is not sufficient 
for their purpose. It is completely damning, but it 
is not enough for purposes of senatorial protection. 
What is required in Washington is the doctrine 
that it is contrary to public policy and morals to 
use money in campaigning against a senator, no 
matter if the money is contributed with the high- 
est purposes and expended legally, honestly, and 
with no thought of corruption. 

This punctures most of the moralities exhibited. 
It reduces the question to one of persona! interest. 
The seriators do not want competition. They want 
to reduce the power of other candidacies. They 
strengthen the power of the federal organization 
which in their states they control. It is supported 
br: public money. It plays politics with public 
raoney, and it objects to an outsider matching dol- 
lar for dollar with it and, still more, to being out- 
matched. | 

The moral issue disappears when this element of 
bad faith enters the deliberation. The senators do 
not even try to be on the square. They know the 
legitimate expenses connected with successful cam- 
paigning in a populous state of large area, partic- 
ularly when the candidate hasn't a nickel of patron- 
age behind him and is opposing a mighty political 
organization. 

They also ignore that within their own concep- 
tion of political morality it is possible for such 
associations as the Anti-Saloon league,’ organized 
labor, the Klux, etc., to make great expenditures. | 
The Anti-Saloon league is now asking for some- 
thing like $5,000,000 for political action, and it has 
spent millions. The sitting senator may not object 
tw that. His vote in the senate may win the use 
of this money and influence in his state. He tries 
for it. He makes alliances which-are not good for 
the country, and then aims to stop independent 
candidacy against him by making it politically im- 
moral to have a sufficient campaign fund, regard- 
leas of its source or the method of its distribution. 

It is apparent that true principles are concerned 
with the intent and the practices. It is whether 
the money has a corrupt purpose or a corrupt use; 
mot whether it has been able to defeat a sitting 
senator.

LABOR AND THE FEDERAL 
COURTS. 


Union labor is supporting a bill introduced by 
Genator Shipstead which would limit the federal 
courts in issuing injunctions. The bill is perhaps 
as brief,as any now before congress. It is, in 
form, an amendment to the judicial code and 
reads as follows: 
| “Equity courts shall have jurisdiction to pro- 
tect property when there is no remedy at law; 
‘for the purpose of determining such jurisdiction, | 


is tangible and transferable, and all laws and 
parts of laws inconsistent herewith are hereby re- 


Union labor has seen strikes crushed by in- 
junction. It remembers most clearly the injunc- 
tions in the last railroad and coal strikes. Labor | 
is convinced that the courts are becoming the 
strongest weapon in the hands of employers. 
Labor believes its right of collective bargaining 
is being taken away from it and that the courts 


This view of the matter by labor has and de- 
serves much sympathy. Injunctions which forbid 
strikers to meet even on private property, in- 
junctions which, in effect, deny free speech and | 
assembly, on the pretense that such measures are 
required to safeguard property, offend most | 
Americans’ sense of fairness and of the proper 
sphere of judicial action, we believe. We do not 
like strikes and we look forward to a time when 
some means will be found for preventing them 
with justice to all concerned; but until that time 
comes some industrial disputes will be fought 
out as strikes. The strike ig a wasteful and 
generally unnecessary test of strength and en- 
durance which can prove little but the capacity 
of men and their families to pull in their belts 
and of capital to forego interest and profit. On 
that basis it is primitive but fair. Labor expects 
the Shipstead bill to keep strikes within the 
sphere of free economic struggle, with the courts 
interfering only for the protection of ‘property 
which is clearly endangered. 

In justice it must be admitted that the courts 
have been granting sweeping injunctions in 
strikes partly in the light of experience in in- 
dustrial disputes. Herrin is only a conspicuous 
example of what has frequently occurred. The 
courts have raised high walls to protect employ- 
ers’ property because there was reason to fear 
that weaker walls would not serve the purpose. 
Many employers may be expected to oppose the 
Shipstead bill with all their strength so long as 
there is no guarantée of labor’s restraint in a 
strike. 

Citizens generally, we believe, will support the 
bill provided it can be shown that it serves no 
other purpose than that intended by its framers. 
Students of law will confer a favor upon con- 
gressmen, as well as private citizens, if they pre- 
pare an impartial analysis of the probable con- 
sequences of the bill,

cana] and the Nicaraguan canal route; that the 
United States will not allow this security to be 
jeopardized by any such event as a concession to 
a foreign owned aviation company; that the United 
States will not permit the Pan-American union to 
be turned into a political institution; that the 
United States will enter no international combina- 
tion pretending to a right of interference with 
what this country regards as its personal affairs. 

That statement combines frankness and honesty 
and good judgment. It is clear, and it ought to 
prove satisfactory as a workable scheme in a diffi- 
cult situation.

Dr. Beard has charge of the health 
more than ten thougand students at the 
University of Illinois. He has been 
Serving thyroid conditions among these 
students for a number of years. In that 
time, I presume, fifty thousand students 
have passed under his observation. Most 
of them have been examined periodically 
by Dr. Beard and his associates during 
four year periods. | 

The great majority of these young men 
and women came from the goiter belt. 
In earlier studies, Dr. Beard has shown 
that there is more goiter in students who 
live near Lake Michigan than there is in 
those that live farther away. He has 
divided the state of Illinois into three 
belts or zones, and he finds goitdr prev- 
alence varying in a rather way 
among these zones. 

In this study Dr. Beard confirms the 
opinion of others that when young per- 
sons are grouped by intelligence and the 
sexes are compared it 's found that -the 
males tend toward the extremes. In the 
very intelligent group, the men lead in 
quality and quantity. In the bottom 
group—the young people with brains 
enough to get into a university, but who 
scarcely know what it’s all about when 
they get there, men outnumber the wom- 
en and, furthermore, are dumber than 
women. In ‘the groups in between these, 
the female mind is the better of the two, 
at least in college work. 

After taking these differences in mind, 

Dr. Beard comparing those with abnor- 


mal thyroids and those with normal — 


ones, says the odds favor the normal. 
They seem to be a shade better in 
classes. The abnormals have more un- 
excused cuts of class work. Dr. Beard 
considers that a good point. | 

In the top notcher group the normal 
thyroid people have a rather definite ad- 
vantage. In competitive athletics the ab- 
normal thyroid people make no showing 
at all. |
